REVERSED. 


The Court of Appeals Decides Against 
Mary E. Maloney. 


Judge Withrow’s ruling in the case of Mary 
E. Maloney against the Real Estate Building 
and Loan Association was reversed in the 
Court of Appeals and the appeal dis- 
missed. The decision is an importan: 
one inasmuch as it settles a new point on the 
Bullding and Loan Association question, and 
establishesa precedent. The plaintiff? was 
the owner of ten shares of stock in 
the Real Estate Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, and gave thirty days’ notice of 
witndrawal, as provided by statute, and 
after the prescribed time she made 
a demand for the amount paid by her with 4 
per cent interest per annum therefor. 

The defense was that under the by-laws 
not more than one-half of the funds in the 
treasury should be applicable to the 
demands of withdrawing stockholders with- 
out the consent of the Board of Directors.

The 
decision of the Court of Appeals is based on 
decisions of the Pennsylvania courts, where 
many decisions have been rendered,and med 
laws of this state on the subject are pra 
cally modeled on the original Pennsylvania 
laws, they are considered subject to the 
same construction. 


The bond cases trom the St. Louis Criminal 
Court against Robert C. Caldwell, Benj, 
Abrahams, Lee Quahanu, Geo. W. Clifford 
and other bondsinem were sent up to the 
Supreme Court. In an opinion, the court says: 
All of the cases are actions by selre factas 
on forfeited recognizances. Upon the trial 
of each of them the defendants requested that 
the issues therein be tried by a jury, 
which request the Court overruled, and to 
which action and ruling the defendants then 
and there objected and still except. 
The cause being thereupon tried 
the State récoverec judgment therein, and 
an appeal was granted tothe defendants to 
this court. The defendants, now move 
that the cause transferred 
to the Supreme Court for the 
reason that a constitutional question is in- 
volved therein in this, that the action of the 
trial court was in violation of sec. 28 of the 
bill of rights of this State, 
which provides the right of trial 
by jury as heretofore enjoyed shall remain 
inviolate. Theappellants contend that the 
proceeaings by scire facias in these cases 
involve issues of fact and are for the recovery 
of money, and hence are always triable by 
jury.’’

A DIVISION IN THE MILITIA TAKES 
PLAGE AT FLORENCE, 


Two of the Companies Standing for Gov. 
Tillman and All the Rest Against 
Him—The Latter Will Assist in Keep- 
ing the Peace, but Will Not Counte- 
mance Any Arrests—As Exciting In- 
cident at Columbia. 


FLORENCE, S. O., April3.—A bulletin from 
Charleston says that an attempt was made 
to destroy the dispensary there this morn- 
ing. A dynamite bomb was exploded 
in the rear or the bulld- 
ing. No details of the result 
is given, but the statement that the police 
are guarding the dispensary indicates that 
the attempt was unsuccessful. 

The telegraph office at Darlington is ix the 
hands of the military, who refuse to permit 
the transmission. of messages to news- 
papers, 

A simple message to the editor of the 
Charleston News and Courier, saying that ‘‘the 
military has received a supply of blankets by 
express’’ was indorsed: ‘‘Office order mil 
tary control; guard refuses to let it be sent. 

Gen. Rienborg claims that he has no dis- 
cretion in the matter, as he is acting under 
Gov. Tiljman’s orders. 

The most recent complication here in the 
anti-Tillman insurrection is the division of 
the militia . itself on the subject of up- 
holding the dispensary law. Two of the com- 
panies on the ground, the Edgefield Hussars 
and the Santee Rifles, are with the Governor, 
and the others are all against him. These 
latter say that they will assist in keeping 
the peace, but will not counte- 
nance any arrests by Tillmanites. Citizens 
are makingup armed parties with the in- 
tention of interfering if the slightest at- 
tempt is made to pursue offenders against 
the dispensary law. 

The Coroner’s inquest on the bodies of 
those killed at Darlington was de- 
gun yesterday, but was immediately 
postponed by the order of the Gov- 
ernor, and the militia were ordered into 
camp a mile out of town. Halfof them, 
however, remained onthe streets, mingling 
with the citizens. 5 

At midnight the militia took possession of 
the Darlington telegraph office again, and 
stopped the sending of newspaper dispatches. 
The order was issued by Goy. Tillman, it is 
said. 


TILLMAN ADDRESSES THE TROOPS. 


Protestations of Fealty—An Exciting and 
Dangerous Incident. 


CoLumBia, S. C., April 3.—Gov. Tillman ad- 
dressed the troops and volunteer countrymen 
in front of the State-house to-day. He de- 
clared that the law should be obeyed and 
that he intended to issue a proclamation to- 
morrow assuming control of the municipal 


police in every towninthe State, and would 
compel them to inforce the dispensary law. 
If they did not obey, he sald, he would call 
the Legislature together and have a measure 
enacted which woula enable him to remove 
them and put in men who would yw & 

The Governor was repeatedly and loudly 
cheered hy the troops. There were cries of 
‘*We’ll stand dy you, Governor. Weare at 
your back!’’ 

A cousin of Norment, who was killed at 
Darlington, was inthe crowd and cried out, 
„Why don’t you obey the law yourself, Gov- 
ernor?’’ 

The man was frenzied with excitement. 
Tilimanites crowded around him and one 
yelled, ‘*‘Shoot em.“ : 

‘*Hush,’’ shoutedthe Governor. Don't 
do that. 

The moment was one of extreme danger, 
but Chief Radchf of the ColumbDla police 
sprang from his horse and carried the man 
away. 

The Governor then thanked the troops and 
dismissed them to their homes. 

The military guards at the telegraph of- 
fices were withdrawn at noon. , 

Quiet reigned both at Columbia and Dar- 
lington yesterday, but the revolt is not 
yet ended, At Darlington the mi- 
itia mingled with the citizens whom they 
were sent to control, and it be- 
came apparent that the troops 
would refase to fire upon the citizens if 
ordered, Thousands of personsinthe east- 
ern part ofj the State signified their willing- 
ness to go to Darlington to resist the militia 
if they attempt to do violence to the citizens. 

The escape of the State spies from Dar- 
lington is thus described by a correspondent 
at Kingstall, on the Atlantic Ooast line, 
about sixty miles from Charieston: 

It appears that the sples worked their way from 

lace to plate threugh the woods and had gone from 

Darlington direet across the country toward 
the western art of the county. They 
reaghed Lyoch’s River and crossed in 
the night of the same day. They left Dar 
lington on the trestle of the Charlestown, Sumter 
& Northern Hailroad. From there they are sup- 
posed to have changed their route and headed for 
the Atlantic coast line. They no doubt found 
plenty of sympathizers en route, 
seemed to ave taken care of 
and brought them in wagons to 
Lake City, on the Atiantic eoast line, this morning 
about 8 o'clock. his town is known as a great 
Tiliman stronghold in this county, and the Sheriff 
of the eounty lives at th's place, and they are said to 
have put themselves under his care and asked for pre- 
tection. Great excitement was ereated in town, 
kept ud during the entire day. ‘The Sheriff, itis 
rumered here, messengers out 
direciion and bad .

to protect them. The surrounding towns and coun- 
try were kept in er ignorange of the sitaation 
until the faithfel had seen all the spies sately on 
board the train last night.

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 3,—A battle royal 
of wits between ex-Judge Jere Wilson, Miss 
Pollara’s counsel, and W. C. P. Breckinridge 
was expected to-day, after the sparring of 
yesterday. Both are men of great ability, 
and pitted against each other as examiner 
and- witness they are in afield well fitted for 
the- rull display of zu the tact and adroit 
fencing for which deth are noted. ° 
“When court opened to-day for the resump- 
tion of the cross examination of the dis- 
tinguished defendant in the breach of 
promise trial the interest in the case was in- 
tensified by the presence of two Indies whose 
faces had not been seen before, sitting at the 
table with the Pollard forces, and from the 
passage which had closed the examination 
of the day before, it was surmised thai one 
orf tham must be Louise Lowell, „the sten- 
ogra pher and type-writer, who had a desk in 
the Capitol ia 1886, and to whom letters were 
dictated by Col. Breckinridge, if the claims 
of the plaintiff be true. 

Mrs. Lowell is at present aclerk in the 
Treasury Department and is a woman of 
short stature with hair beginning to urn 
gray. She worethis morning a dark green 
gown, trimmed with narrow gilt braid. 

Judge Bradley does not seem to relish the 
testimony which Col. Breckinridge is giv- 
ing. The Judge occupies a chair beside 
the witmess box, but on a raised 
platform behind a pondorous desk. 
Whenever Col. Breckinridge begins to talk 
the Judge wheels his chair around so that 
ahe heavy upholstered back is turned toward 
the Witness box, and directs his gaze toward 
a far corner window, reads legal documents, 
or closes his eyes. , 

THE DEFENDANT'S VABKITY. 

All through his testimony yesterday after- 
‘noon, drawn out by Mr. Wilson’s questions, 
it was apparent that Breckrinridge regarded 
himself a full maten intellectually for his in- 
quisitors. He even ventured to criticise Mr. 


Wilson’s ronunciation of Don 
Juen an in doing 80 drew 
a smile from the court and auditors. 
But he paid for his temerity when Mr. WIison 
forced him to confess that he had beena 
frequen ter of Sarah G g immoral resort 
before he Knew the Hr; that he was on 
terms of close acq e with the keeper 
ofa similar plaeté in Cincinnati; that leaving 
Miss Pollard at the former place he visited 
his home for supper, and yen 4 his wife 
and family with a faisehood on his lips he 
returned to the house of Sarah Guest to meet 
the plaintiff. ° 


AN UNEXPECTED WITNESS, 

As soon as the Ballif announced ‘‘the 
honorable court’’ in session, Mr. Butterworth 
opened the question of the admissability of 
the correspondence alléged to have been held 


with Madeline Pollard in 1886. Judge Wilson, 
in reply, assured the Court that the 

vidence had not been discovered 

ntil last Sunday, and asserted that he 
proposed to put the witness on the stand at 
once, that Col. Breckinridge might not de 
taken by surprise and that he might have 
ample time to make explanations. The 
question Was raised by Col. Butterworth 
whether the discussion of the proposed test 
mony should be held before the jury. 

The question, said Judge Bradley, seemed 
to be whether evidence tending to show 
that a paper had at one time existed, 
should be offered at this time lay 
a foundation to contradict the witness. 

Mr. Butterworth, in reply, said that while 
Mr. Wilson had spoken for himself in saying 
the evidence had only been dis- 
covered last Sunday, it was not ap- 
parent that he had spoken for the other 
counsel and his client, whereupon Mr. Car- 
lisle insisted upon adding his assurances to 
Judge Wilson’s and considerable asperity was 
developed among the lawyers over the point. 

Judge Bradley inquired whether if the let- 
ter was in existence and Ool. Breckinridge 
denied it it could not be produced in rebut- 
taland Mr. Shelby responded that even un- 
der these circumstances it could 
not since it would be an 
attempt, under the guise of rebuttal, 
to prove the case in chief. More argument 
was made by Mr. Wilson, who heldthat the 
effect of, evidence couid not be eliminated be- 
cause it came out in cross-examination. 

Half an hour had ,been consumed by this 
argument when Judge Bradley decided the 
point, saying that there could be no doubt 
about the admissability of the letter itself if 
it was in existence as a basis of cross-exam- 
ination. Although a novel case confronted 
the court, the authorities seemed to be that 
wherea paper had been destroyed or lost 

roof of its previous existence could 

e interjected. It seemed to be 
proper, since the cross-examining 
counsel said the paper was not in his posses- 
sion and the witness denied knowWiledge of It, 
to interject proof of its existence as a basis 
of examination. . 0 

VERY DAMAGING TO BRECKINRIDGE. 

Thereupon Mrs. Louise Lowell took a seat 

in the witness box. Shesaidthatshe had 


known Col. Breckinridge since February, 1886 
having become acquainted with him at the 
House of Representatives, where she had an 
office to carry on business as a stenographer 
and typewriter in the corridor by the Com- 
mittee on Post-offices. Here Mr. Wilson 
asked:

THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

The Judge having ruled out the examina- 
tion concerning the contents of the letter, 
Mr. Butterworth made a brief cross-exami- 
nation, asking Mrs, Lowell where she had 


worked and for how long. She had 
Kept a record of the work she 
did for Congressmen, with the amounts 
received in an aceount book. She had an in- 
dependent recollection of the address of Miss 
Pollard, since the latter had made a vary 
deep impression on her mind. 

. Are you acquainted wi Mies Pollard? A. I 
never saw Miss Pollard until this morning. 

In her book she had merely en- 
tered the amounts of work accomplished, 
then the name of the party, then the 
amounts charged, so that no Congressman 
need waste worry for fear that the ledger 
will rise up to get them into trouble, 

A LECTURER BEFORE YOUNG LADIES. 

When Lawyer Wilson began the cross- 
examination of Breckinridge yesterday 
afternoon, he first touched upon the wit- 
ness’ religious connections and church 
standing, the defendant stating in answer to 
questions that he was a member of the Pres- 
byterian Church, but not active in church 
work, although he had at various times made 
addresses tothe pupils of the schools and 
colleges of that denomination. 

Q. Have you lectured before young ladies’ sem- 
inaries? asked Mr. Wilson. A. Oh, I have ad- 
1 — schools, leetured and delivered diplomas 
a mes. 

Q. You were given a pubile reception at the 
Norwood institution inthiscity? A. Oh, yes. 

Mr. Wilson handed upto the Colonel and 
requested him to read an invitation which 
he had sent to Miss Pollard in February, 
1893. requesting the pleasure of her com - 
pany ata reception to Hon. W.C. P. Breck- 
inridge at Norwood Institute, which he read. 

WELL KNOWN AT SARAH GPEST’'S. 

By questions concerning the Colonel’s res- 
idence in Lexington, in 1884, Mr. Wilson 
elicited the information that his home was 
on the same street with the house of Sarah 
Guest, four blocks away.

BRECKINRIDGE’S MORAL PERCEPTIONS. 
Mr. Wilson requested a specific account of 
all Miss Pollard had said during the first visit 
of Col. Breckinridge to the Wesleyan Semin- 
ary, and that interview was again dissected, 


the olonel denying that Miss Pollard had 
sald it was part of her agreement with Rodes 
to repay the money he had advanced for her 
schooling tf she did not marry him, but ex- 
plained that she had asked If it would not de 
all right If she repaid the money. 

In his most pathetic tones the Colonel re- 
peated all the details of the interview; how 
she had insisted upon telling him all, and he

WIESE MURDER TRIAL 


Exciting Intense Interest, Thousands 
Failing of Admittance. 


MARSHALLTOWN, Io., April 8.—The Wiese 
murder trial has begun and predictions that 
it would bea bitter legal fight are already 
being verified. The defense filed a motion 
that the Sheriff and deputies be barred from 
acting as officers of the court onthe grounds 


of being prejudiced and bribed against the 
defendant. Other serious allegations were 
made. ‘he Sheriff flled affidavit, however 
denyingall, but the court has not yet ruled 
on the motion. 

There is intense interest in the trial, prob- 
ably a thousand people being unable even to 
obtain standing room in court. irs. Ben- 
nett, the defendant, exhibits remarkable 
self- possession and composure. A jury will 
probably not be secured before to-morrow, 
There is a probability of sensational develop- 
ments before the end of the week. 

Mrs. Bennett, the defendant, is accysed of 
murdering Miss Wiese, jealousy being attri p- 
—.— as the prime instigation of the alleged 
crime. 

Anna Weise was a German about 22 years 
old and good lecoking. she had for several 
years deen working for different persous 
asa domestic. she was a girl of kind dispo- 
sition and had lived an exemplary Ife. 
At the time of her murder she was working 
in the family of Henry Rugsie, in 
Vienna township. On the evening of Aug. 
26 last she went to Arthur Hill’s house, some 
time between sundown and dark, to spend 
the evening. At a few minutes after 10 
o’olock she left Hill’s and started to go 
home, It wasa bright moonlight night and 
Hill and Russie only lived about three- 
eighths of a mile apart. 

When Miss Weise Mad gone about two- 
thirds of this distance on her return home 
Russie heard her scream and told hie bired 
boy, Perry Grigzs, to run and see what was 
the matter. ‘This the voy started to do, bus 
returned and said he was afraid. Russie 
then accompanied himand they heard two 
more screams, When they were near 
where the murdered girl lay they heard a 
low moan, They found the girl lying by the 
side of the road, with her throat cut from 
ear to ear, about twenty stabs on her breast 
and her head crushed by blows from a club. 
She was leftin this position until Coroner 
Davis arrived that night. 

The evidence against Mrs. Bennett is 
said to be circumstantial. It is known 
that the club with which Anna was go un- 
mercifully beaten was taken from the grove 
surrounding the Bennett residence. : One 
of the first things to arouse suspicion 
against urs. Bennett was the fact that on 
the night of the murder, when the neighbors 
wenttoalarm ir. and Mrs. Bennett to se- 
cure thelr assistance in searching for the 
murderer, they were refused admittance to 
the house, the husband saying that his wite 
hal been taken with a nervous shock and 
could not be seen. Later on when the body 
of Anna Weise was exhumed for examina- 
tion by Detective Barney Schultz, it 
was found that In the dead girl’s hands were 
a number of hairs, and these hairs under the 
examination of experts are said to be hairs 
from the head of Mrs, Emily Bennett. A 
day or so after the murder blood marks 
were found on the Bennett door ana door 
casing and on some articles of wearing ap- 
parel. Sheriff Pence has now in his 8 
session the waist belonging to Mrs. Bennett, 
which has one odd button on. The attorneys 
for the defense have made repeated efforts to 
get possession of it, but in each effort were 
unsuccessful. It is said that this article has 
some important evidence connected with it. 

During the last few daysa rumor has been 
set afloat that may develop into something 
that wil aid materially in unraveling the 
mystery. Seven years ago Lewis Greiger 
worked the Bennett neighborhood, but 
suddenly disappeared. 4 W. Lilly, 
conductor on the Chicago Great 
Western,is said to be authority for the state- 
ment that about the time of Greiger’s disap- 
pearance some men were seen pulling a hand 
car along that line upon which was an 
object, supposed to be the body of a man. 

The car was stopped opposite the house 
then occupied by the Bennetts and James 
James. At the time of the alleged disappear- 
ance of Greiger the Bennett family lived in 
the house just east of their present home, 
which was subsequently the homeof Anna 
Welse’s parents. 

Anna Weise, so it bas been said, claimed 
that she Knew where Greiger’s dy was 
buried, and thatit was because of her sup-

al food and coffee to these men found shar- 
ing thelr supply with their families.

CONGRESSIONAL ABSENTEEZISH, 


The record of Congressional absenteeism 

for last week which was presented in the 
Post-DIsPATOH’s Washington correspond- 
ence was shameful. 
The absentees numbered 98 on Tuesday, 
1050n Wednesday and 83 on Thursday. 
Few of these absentees had good cause for 
absence and those who had were so indif- 
ferent about the matter that they failed to 
have excuses offered in their behalf by their 
colleagues. The Government paid out for 
these three days 58, 800 in unearned salaries 
of Congressmen. The total loss of the 
Government in useless expenditure for 
legislative purposes was probably twice as 
much as this sym. 

But the drawing of unearned salaries and 
the waste of the people’s money are only 
one phase of the wrong of absentecism. It 
is a gross neglect of duty which may 
block legislation and endanger popular 
interests. The absence of Congressmen may 
afford opportunity for the defeat of good 
bills and the adoption of bad bills which 
their presence would have prevented. The 
wholesale absences last week made it Im- 
possible to settle an election contest, 
which amounted to a delay of justice. 

The inability of the House to transact 
business because of the neglectfulness of 
members is a humiliating spectacle, The 
Democratic party is betrayed byRepresenta- 
tives who are responsible for this condition 
and popular government is discredited by 
the confession that its legislators must be 
scourged into doing their duty like a pack 
of foolish schoolboys. 

It is hardly possible to cure the evil by 
the infliction of penalties. The House can- 
not be run on the basis of a reformatory 
school, The only effectual remedy lies in 
a public sentiment which will put a brand 
of disgrace upon Representatives who neg- 
lect their duties and will relegate them to 
private lileas unworthy of public confi- 
dence,

SOURCE OF EMBARRASSMENT. 


Contracts for.@upplies in the Depart-

WASHINGTON, April 3:—The act of Congress 
approved Jan. 27, 1894, relating to contracts 
for supplies in the departments at Washing 
_igton, is becoming a source of great embar- 
rassment to many of the Government om- 
Cials. The act requires that all purchases or 
contracts entered into by the Government, 
whether atthe seat of Government or else- 
where, shall be by advertising proposals, ex- 
cept where the emergency requires immedi- 
ate delivery.

POINT TO ACCIDENT. 


Various Circumstances Surrounding the 

Death of John Arthur Scott. 
The “Inquest on the body of John Arthur 
Scott, the young man who shot and killed 
himself last Saturday evening at his home, 
3526 Chestnut street, is not yet concluded. 
Deputy Coroner Rohifing, who has conducted 
the case so far, has stated that in the light of 
more recent facts he has very serious douDts 
as to whether it was suicide. 


These facts go to! show that the sad affair 
was due ratherto accident. In the first place 
there was absolutely no motive for suicide. 
The young man never had serious trouble in 
his life. At the time of the shooting he was 
dressing, preparatory to calling on a young 
lady, and a few minutes before had evinced 
to his relatives the utmost cheerfulness. 

The position of the revolver, his relatives 
and friends think, almost of itself preciudes 
the theory of suicide. It was found lying on 
the dresser, before which Scott was 
dressing. The wound was in the 
of the head. Had he aimed 
this point it would certainly 
fallen to the floor with him. On the other 
hand, had he been gazing down the barrel 
with the pistolin front of him and it went 
off, ft would naturally fall to the dresser. 

Dr. Carpenter and other witnesses, who 
saw Scott immediately after the shooting, 
State positivly that there were no powder 

urns onthe heador face, showing that the 

evolver could not have been close to bis 
head, and substantiating the theory that he 
was looking down the barrel. 

The revolver with whick the shooting was 
done has been in young Scott's possession 
forabont two years. In regard to the cir- 
cumstance of the door being locked, his rela- 
tives. say that it was his invariable custom, 
as it was of other members of the family, to 
lock his door when making his toilet. 


NORTHERN BRITISH FLEET. 


Vessels Which May Be Available as a 
Behring Sea Patrol. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 3.—The British 
fleet onthe north Pacific station is small, 
comprising but six vessels, and therefore 
could scarcely furnish a proper force for 


On the other side of 
the Pacific, on the Asiatic station, however, 
the British have a strong fleet of twenty-one 
vessels, some of which will be doubtless 
called into the Behring service when the 
agreement is ratified.

| The Railroad Comibtestoners Have 
‘Ordered = Reduction of Rates Which 
the Companies Haye Not Made—Atty.- 
Gen. Walker Has Ignored the Commis 
„ 1o ners Request That Suits Be 
Erought. 

The n doing business in 
the State of Missouri are charging as much 
to-day for their service between Missouri 
points as they did ten years ago, notwith- 
standing the fact thata bill was made law 
at the Thirty-seventh General Assembly 
which was intended to prevent the present 
charges from prevalling. 

Some eight years ago the residents of the 
rural districts made a strong protest against 
the mannerinwhich the corporations were 
treating them, alleging that while they were 
possibly treated fairly on consignments sent 
by the hundred weight, they were robbed in 
smalier parcels. Persuasion ana good treat- 
ment was resorted to with the hope of bring- 
ing about the desired results, but failing in 
this, the leaders in county affairs sought to 
secure relief through the tribunals of the 
court. Acting upon this decision an attempt 
was made to pass a relief bill in the Thirty- 
fifth General Assembly, but for some 
reason unknown, the Sill got no 
further than the gentleman who 
was to have introducedit. This little mei- 
dent created considerable consternation, and 
when T. W. Mabree of Ripley County became 
a candidate for the Legislature, the voters, 
in a measure, required, before their support 
was forthcoming, that a promise should be 
made that he would introduee a Dili that 
would give the people a relief from the al- 
leged exorbitant prices charged by the ex- 
press companies. 

PROVISIONS OF MABREE’S BILL. 

Whether Mr. Mabree made the promise Is 
of no consequenes, but during the Thirty- 
sixth General Assembly the representative of 
Ripley County did introduce a bill to that ef- 
fect, but it was killed in the 
House. Mr. Mabree was elected Speaker of 
the House of Thirty-seventh General Assem- 
bly, and he once more introduced the same 
biliwhich passed and became a law. The 
act provides that the express companies do- 
ing business in the State of Missouri file with 
the Board of Ratlway and Warehouse Com- 
missioners aschedule of their classifications 
and rates of charges on all articies carried 
by them. When such lists are filed the com- 
mission isempowered to authorize such re- 
ductions as it decrees fair and reasonable. 

It appears that tne commission has carried 
out the law as far as it is within its 
power, and the blame for an open 
violation of the law must rest with Atty.- 
Gen. B. F. Walker. The Railroad Commis- 
sioner made a request of the express com- 
panies to file with the board their schedules, 
as the law required. The request was com- 
plied with, and shortly afterward the express 
companies had been notified that a reduction 
bad been made on special rates, and the 
schedule of reduction was forwarded tothe 
companies by thecommissioner. The com- 
panies have failed to comply withthe in- 
structions, notwithstanding that suit was 
threatened. The commission seeing that 
it was powerless to act reported the 
matter to the Attorney-General with 
the request to bring suit, Why 
the companies have not been forced to com- 
piy with the law would be interesting to 
know, as there was $4,000 appropriated by 
the General Assembly to prosecute these 
cases, and the Attorney General wat atithor- 
ized to employ special counsel to ald in such 
prosecutions. n 

THE COMPANIES NOT ALARMED. 

The express companies, should suit be 
brought against them, will fight it, they 
claiming that the reduction of 20 per cent on 
all special rates, as made by the commission, 
will ruin them, as the special rate, they 
allege, is from 20 to 33 percent less than the 
regular rate. The companies do not ap- 
pear in the least agitated over the 
matter, and do n ot fear any 
suits that may de filed against them. The 
author of the Dill, Mr. Mabree, who now 
holds office under Col. Dick Dalton, is not 
pleased with the manner in which the com- 
panies are treating his bill. He states 
that he was induced to offer the 
bill by the country people, who 
are being overcharged by the express 
companies. He fought for the bill until it 
became a law, and thinks that the offending 
parties should be made to obey the mandates 
of the Board of Rallway ana Ware-house 
C ommissioners.

HIS MOTION TO OVERRIDE THE VETO | tera 


MAY BE POSTPONED. | 


Mr. Tracey's Letter to Friends of the Aa - 
ministration Requesting Their Attend- 
ance in the House—Biland Has Great 
Confidence in the Ultimate Success of 
the Measure—Its Opponents See No 
Hope for It. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 3.—The question 
of passing the Bland silver seigniorage bill 
over President Cleveland’s veto was to have 
come before the House to-day and active pre- 
parations have been made by the elements 
for and against the President’s position, 

Representative Tracey (Dem.) of New 
York has sent 174 copies ofa letter to Demo- 
cratic members who could be relied on to 
sustain the President. The letteris as fol- 
lows: n 

Mr. Bland has given notice that on Tuesday, April 
8, he will ask to have the seigniorage bill passed 
over the President's veto. I am directed by the 
minority members of the Committee on Coinage, 
Weights and Measures, to urge you to be present in 
the House that day and to remain until the vote has 
been taken. Respeetfully, OHABLES _TRACEY. 


There is every probability, however, that 
the contest over the veto will be put off, ow- 
ing to the deadlock over the cuntested elec- 
tion cases. The latter nave the right of way 
by special rule and Representative Patter- 
son, in charge of them, says he will hold the 
floor all summer if need be rather than sur- 
render to the deadlock. 

Representative Tracey says the veto will be 
sustained by alarge vote. ‘‘It will not be 
far short of 200, if there is a full House,’’ 
saidhe. ‘*There will be the vote cf those 
against the din in the first place and the 
added vote of those who wish to sustain the 
President although formerly favorable to the 
Dill.“ 

Representative Bynum (Dem.) of Indiana 
will make a speech voicing the position of 
those who favored the silver bill but who 
will now support the President. Mr. Bynum 
voted with Mr. Bland on the Dill, but they 
will part company on the veto. 

Representative McGann of Chicago and 
several others who voted for the bill have 
signified their purposeto supportthe veto, 


as they regard allegiance to the President 
more ie yeep than allegiance to this par- 
ticular bill. 

Representative Bland has already arranged 
his programme for the contest over the veto. 
It contemplates several speeches protesting 
against the veto. There is no limit to the de- 
bate, as the question of sustaining or defeat- 
ing the President’s action is one of high 
privilege. Mr. Bland bas resisted propos! 
tions tosendthe veto to a committee as a 
means of avolding embarrassment to those 
who favored the bill, but do not want to an- 
tagonize the President. He willlisten to no 
compromises, but insists on a debate anda 


vote. 

If the Repudlicans do not vote, said Mr. 
Bland. Itbink we can pass the Dill over the 
veto by a two-thirds vote of the Democrats; 
but if the Republicans vote, they will proba- 
bly sustain the veto.“ 

Mr. Tracey suys it is absolutely certain thut 
the Republicans will vote.

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ENGEAVING AND PRINTING. 


How the Bureau Proposes to Save Money 
te the Government. 

WASHINGTON, April 38.—The Government 
Bureau of Engraving and Printingis a com- 
paratively new one, and since its beginning 
in a sma)! way in 1862 it has had a hard fight 
with the three or four bank note companies 
which had previously held the Government 
contracts, and their successors: 

When the contract for furnishing the post- 
age stamps was awarded to the bureau re- 
cently it marked the close of thelr long war- 
fare and placed under Government control 
the last class of securities issued dy the au- 
thority of Congress. Nowthe bureau is the 
only establishment which has anything to do 
with the printing of Government bonds, na- 
tional currency, internal fevenue stamps 
and postage stamps. While the fight in Con- 
gress overthe new departure is not yet end- 
ed, it seems probable that none of the Gov- 


ernment engraving will be done dy private 
concerns in the future. 

The new chief of the bureau, Claude Johnson 
of Kentucky, has worked hard to bring ail 
the public work that could be done there into 

the bureau, believing that greater efficiency 
and economy would be attained in the end by 
the consolidation. To effect this result some 
important innovations inthe policy of the es- 
tablishment have been necessary. 

It has been argued in past times that the 
Government could not attract the best talent 
from the ranks of skilled engravers and de- 
signers because it would not pay the rates 
offered by private firms, Mr. Johnson has 
been trying to obviate this difficulty by re- 
ducing the force of engravers somewhat and 
securing more money, and in this way he 
has raised the efficiency of the designing and 
engraving departments. While the New 
York Bank Note companies are still able to 
pay higher selaries than the Government can 
offer, the bureau, on the other hand, can 
hold out other inducements in the way of 
leaves of absence and shorter hours, 

There are now 1,882 employes in the Bureau 
of Printing and Engraving. Forty are en- 

vers, whose salaries range from $2,000 to 

,000, and 887 are plate printers. Presses to 
the number of 291 are running, and they are 
turning out an average of 206,500 sheetsa 


day. 

By the printing of stamps in the bureau 
Mr. Johnson expects to save to the Govern- 
ment $50,000 a year, anda saving of $36,000 
bas been eflected in the methods of printing 
cigarette stamps, which are canceled as 
soon as they are affixed to the packages, thus 
obviating opportunity for counterfeiting. 
he great saving which the Government 
makes in doing its own work liesin the fact 
that there are no dividends to pay on the in- 
vestments and noone receives profits. So 
that with equally skillful management and 
efficient business methods it must necessarily 
produce the Government securities at lower 
rates. .
